Ihot)  on  the  health  and  sanitary  eonditions  of  the  district. 

riie  population,  according-  to  the  Registrar-(  leneral’s  esti¬ 
mate,  was  27, not).  The  atljusted  birth  rate  was  In. a,  and  the 
adjusted  death  rate  15.1,  compared  with  the  corresponding  rates 
of  15.7  and  11.7  for  England  and  Whdes. 

riie  infant  mortality  rate  was  22  per  1^000  li\e  births,  com¬ 
pared  with  the  national  rate  of  2H.8.  There  were  no  maternal 
deaths. 


riiere  has  been  no  unusual  case  of  illness  during-  the  year. 
Cases  of  infectious  disease  were  very  few  apart  from  dysentery, 
which  affected  3  schools.  Their  old  fashioned  tvpe  of  sanitation 
has  been  or  will  he  replaced  by  a  modern  system. 


.Managements  of  firms  have  been  interviewed  about  smoke 
pollution,  and  some  improvement  has  been  effected,  but  the  total 
volume  of  domestic  and  industrial  pollution  is  still  large,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  the  Clean  Air  .Act  will  lead  to  a  reduction  of 
this  serious  nuisance. 
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'I'lif  water  and  milk  supplies  have  been  ^'■enerallv  satisladoi-v 
anti  there  has  been  no  outbreak  of  food  poisoning'. 

The  Council  completed  !)7  houses  and  4  Hals,  and  private 
individuals  12  houses  and  h  himt^-alows  during'  the  veai'. 

Impro\ement  grants  wherehv  half  the  cost  is  provided  bv 
the  Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  ( if)veriiment 
were  approved  in  47  cases  at  a  total  cost  of  las.  Such 

property  must  be  capable  of  providing  satisfactory  a'-commoda- 
tion  for  not  less  than  20  years. 


During  the  year  45  unfit  houses  were  demolished  either  b\ 
agreement  with  the  owners  or  as  a  result  of  (dearance  .Area  pro¬ 
cedure. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Council 
atid  staff’  for  their  lielp  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

SECTION  B. 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area. 

The  Lancashire  County  Council,  under  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  is  the  responsible  Authority  for  the  provision  and 
maintenance  of  local  health  services  such  as  Child  Welfare,  Mental 
Health,  Care  of  School  Children,  and  Care  of  the  Aged. 

The  Ambulance,  District  Nursing,  Midwifery  and  Maternity 
and  Child  M'elfare  Services  provided  bv  the  County  Council  are 
administered  under  the  Divisional  Health  Service  Scheme  by  the 
Divisional  Health  Committee  No.  12  from  headquarters  in  Burv. 

Hospital  facilities  are  provided  and  maintained  through  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  and  Hospital  Management  Committees. 
Patients  are  admitted  without  regard  to  local  authority  boundaries. 
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The  Borough  Council  is  responsible  for  the  provision  of  the 
remainder  of  local  health  services,  and  the  whole  of  those  matters 
likely  to  affect  or  be  concerned  with  the  maintenance  of  high 
standards  of  environmental  health.  These  services  include ; — 
Control  of  Infectious  Diseases  (including  Food  poisoning). 
Provision  of  suitable  Water  Supplies. 

Control  of  food  and  food  preparing  premises  (including,  the 
sampling  of  milk,  ice  cream  and  other  foodstuffs  for 
bacteriological  examination). 

Provision  of  sanitary  accommodation  to  houses,  factories, 
shops  and  other  premises,  and  the  provision  of  public 
sanitary  conveniences. 

Inspection  of  houses  with  regard  to  fitness  for  human  habi¬ 
tation. 

Detection  and  prevention  of  nuisances. 

The  prevention  of  atmospheric  pollution. 

Control  of  rat,  mouse,  and  insect  infestations. 

The  examination  of  milk,  water,  ice  cream,  and  samples  of 
other  foods,  and  the  examination  of  pathological  specimens  is 
undertaken  without  charge  to  the  Borough,  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service,  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory^  Monsall 
Hospital,  Manchester.

Mr.  H.  R.  Davenport,  .V.M.I.C.E.,  M.I.W.R.,  the  Engineer  and 
Manager  of  Bolton  Corporation  Waterworks,  has  also  kindlv  given  me 
the  following  particulars  with  regard  to  Ainsworth. 


(a)  The  water  supplied  to  that  part  of  the  Borough  of  Radcliffe  which 
is  in  the  area  of  supply  of  the  Bolton  Corporation  Waterworks 
Undertaking  was  satisfactory  both  as  regards  quality  and  quantity. 

lb)  The  supply  was  from  Springs  and  Dingle  Pressure  h'illers,  and 
four  samples  of  bcjth  raw  and  filtered  water  were  subjected  to  full 
chemical  analvsis,  and  50  samples  of  both  raw  and  filtered  water 
to  bacteriological  e.xamination  by  the  Borough  .Vnalyst.  The  results 
showed  that  general  filtration  and  treatment  of  the  raw  water  were 
necessary,  and  that  the  filtered  and  treated  water  was  of  excellent 
(pialitv,  B.Coli  being  absent  in  all  cases  in  100  mills.  .Ml  water 
is  treated  before  passing  into  supply. 

(c)  I'roni  tests  made  weekly  the  water  was  shown  to  have  no  significant 
plumbo-solvent  action. 

(d)  No  action  was  required  to  be  taken  in  respect  of  any  form  of 
contamination. 

fe)  During  the  year  an  additional  491  yanls  of  water  main,  \ar\ing  in 
diitmeter  from  'iin.  to  lin.,  were  laid  within  the  area.

Closed  Accommodation. 

Financial  assistance  has  been  g^iven  for  the  conversion  of 
privies  to  fresh  water  closets  since  1921,  and  a  corresponding 
grant  was  sanctioned  in  May,  1938,  for  the  conversion  of  waste 
water  closets.  With  few  exceptions  the  privies  and  pail  closets 
that  were  within  access  to  sewers  and  the  main  water  supply- 
had  been  dealt  with  before  the  outbreak  of  war,  and  steady 
progress  was  being  made  with  the  waste  Water  Closets  when  war 
brought  this  work  to  a  standstill. 

'I'he  following  table  show.s  the  closet  and  ashpit  accommoda¬ 
tion  at  the  end  of  1920,  and  I92(j,  also  at  the  end  of  eac'h  of  the 
past  four  \-ears,  ;ind  demonstrates  the  i onversitms  and  tidditions 
made  since  the  scheme  came  into  operation  in  Octobei',  Id21.

Ijoilers  to  replace  an  existing'  boiler  plant  which  was  emitting 
quantities  of  black  smoke.  This  has  residted  in  a  big'  impi'o\e- 
ment . 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  see  results  after  much  hard 
work,  and  to  know  that  firms  are  endeavouring  to  cut  down 
atmospheric  pollution.
